MEASURING  GRAIN.— By  the  United  States  standard, 
2150  cubic  inches  make  a  bushel.  Now,  as  a  cubic  foot 
contains  1728  cubic  inches,  a  bushel  is  to  a  cubic  foot  as  2150 
to  1728,  or  for  practical  purposes,  as  4  to  5.  Therefore,  to  con- 
vert cubic  feet  to  bushels,  it  is  necessary  only  to  multiply 
by  4-5.  Example.  How  much  grain  will  a  bin  hold  which 
is  10  feet  long,  4  feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep?  Solution.  10  X  4 
X  4  —  160  cubic  feet.    160  X  4-5  =  128  the  number  of  bushels. 

TO  MEASURE  GRAIN  ON  THE  FLOOR.-Make  the  pile 
in  the  form  of  a  pyramid  or  cone,  and  multiply  the  area  of 
the  base  by  one-third  the  height.  To  find  the  area  of  the 
base,  multiply  the  square  of  its  diameter  by  the  decimal 
.7854.  Example,  A  conical  pile  of  grain  is  8  feet  in  diameter 
and  4  feet  high,  how  many  busheis  does  it  contain?  Solu- 
tion. The  square  of  8  is  64,  and  64  X  .7854  X  4-3  =»  83.776,  the 
number  of  cubic  feet.    Therefore,  83.776X4-5  =  67.62  bushels.

^USEFUL  x  INFORMATIONS 

Best  quality  of  lard  melts  at  81°. 

Cream  of  tartar  rubbed  upon  soiled  white  kid  gloves  cleanses 
them  well. 

To  prevent  ingrowing  toe  nails — cut  or  scrape  a  groove  down 
the  centre  and  pare  the  ends  off  square  ;  never  cut  the  sides. 

To  Preserve  Flowers  in  Water.— Mix  a  little  saltpetre 
or  carbonate  of  soda  with  water,  and  it  will  preserve  the  flowers 
for  two  weeks. 

Recipe  for  Making  the  Hands  White.— Take  some 
dry  Indian  meal,  wet  your  hands  and  rub  them  with  it,  then  wash 
them  with  soap  and  tepid  water. 

Fly  Poison. — Boil  one-quarter  ounce  small  chips  of  quassia 
in  one  pint  of  water,  add  four  ounces  molasses.  Flies  drink  this 
with  avidity,  and  are  soon  destroyed. 

To  Extract  Grease  from  Papered  Walls. — Dip  a 
piece  of  flannel  in  spirits  of  wine,  rub  the  greasy  spots  gently  once 
or  twice,  and  the  grease  will  disappear. 

A  good  cement  for  mending  broken  crockery  ware  may  be  made 
by  mixing  together  equal  quantities  of  melted  glue,  white  of  egg 
and  white  lead,  and  boiling  them  together. 

To  clean  Fnrnitnre.— One  pint  linseed  oil,  one  pint  vinegar, 
half  pint  spirits  of  wine,  or  alcohol.  Shake  before  using;  gives  a 
good  polish  and  effectually  cleans  the  furniture. 

Care  for  Earache. — Take  tobacco  pipe,  place  a  wad  of  cot- 
ton in  bowl,  drop  8  or  10  drops  of  chloroform  and  cover  with  more 
cotton,  place  stem  to  afflicted  ear  and  blow  in  the  bowl. 

Glycerine  soap  few  chapped  hands,  lips,  etc.:  Take  toilet  soap, 
slice  and  melt  with  gentle  heat,  and  add  to  one  pound  of  soap  one 
ounce  of  pure  glycerine  ;  when  sufficiently  cool  make  in  balls 

A  cold  application  to  the  bare  feet,  such  as  iron,  water,  rock, 
earth  or  ice,  when  it  can  be  had,  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  cramp. 
If  the  patient  be  seized  in  the  upper  part  of  the  body,  apply  the 
remedy  to  the  hands. 

An  excellent  recipe  for  removing  paint  or  grease  spots  from  gar- 
ments may  be  had  by  mixing  four  tablespoonsful  of  alcohol  with  a 
tablespoonful  of  salt.  Shake  the  whole  well  together,  and  apply 
with  a  sponge  or  brush. 

A  simple  and  effectual  remedy  for  the  prevention  of  milk  turn- 
ing sour  in  summer  time  consists  in  adding  to  each  quart  fifteen 
grains  of  bi-carbonate  of  soda.  This  does  not  affect  the  taste  of  the 
milk,  while  it  facilitates  its  digestion. 

Chapped  Hands  and  (.'racked  Ups  arising  from  ex- 
posure to  sudden  changes  of  temperature,  are  usually  treated  with 
cold  cream,  lard,  camphor  ointment  and  spermaceti  ointment.  Gly- 
cerine is  frequently  used  as  a  preventive. 

The  leaves  of  geranium  are  an  excellent  application-  for  cuts, 
when^the  skin  is  rubbed  off,  and  other  wounds  of  the  kind.  One  or 
two  leaves  must  be  bruised  and  applied  on  linen  to  the  part,  and 
the  wound  will  become  cicatrized  in  a  very  short  time. 

To  Keep  Flies  from  Horses.— Procure  a  bunch  of  Smart- 
weed,  and  bruise  it  to  cause  the  juice  to  exude.  Rub  the  animal 
thoroughly  with  the  bunch  of  bruised  weed,  especially  on  the  legs, 
neck  and  ears.     Neither  flies  or  other  insects  will  trouble  him  for 

24  hours. 

To  Keep  Away  Mosquitoes.— Dip  a  piece  of  sponge  or 
flannel  in  camphorated  spirits  and  make  it  fast  to  top  of  the  bed- 
stead. A  decoction  of  pennyroyal,  or  some  of  the  bruised  leaves, 
rubbed  on  the  exposed  parts,  will  effectually  keep  off  these  trouble- 
some insects. 

Economical  Soap.— The  addition  of  three-quarters  of  an 
ounce  of  borax  to  a  ^pund  of  soap,  melted  in  without  boiling,  makes 
a  saving  of  one-half  m  cost  of  soap,  and  three-fourths  the  labor  of 
washing,  and  improves  the  whiteness  of  the  fabrics  ;  besides,  the 
usual  caustic  effect  is  removed,  and  the  hands  are  left  with  a  pecu- 
liar soft  and  silky  feeling,  leaving  nothing  more  to  be  desired  by 
the  most  ambitious  and  economical  washerwoman. 

To  Fold  a  Coat. — We  often  see  a  good  new  coat  so  wrinkled 
and  creased  by  careless  folding  as  to  look  quite  shabby.  To  fold  a 
coat  properly,  and  so  avoid  this,  proceed  as  follows  :  First,  spread 
it  on  the  table,  double  the  left  sleeve  from  the  elbow  towards  the 
t  eollar,  the  other  the  same  way  ;  then  the  left  lappel  over  the  sleeve 
'  as  far  as  the  back  seam,  and  the  other  in  the  same  manner.  Next, 
turn  up  the  left  skirt  so  that  the  end  may  touch  the  collar,  do  the 
same  with  the  right  skirt.  Give  it  a  light  brushing  all  over,  and 
then  turn  one-half  the  coat  exactly  even  over  the  other  half. 
Folded  in  this  manner,  the  coat  may  be  put  into  a  trunk,  and  will 
keep  .smooth  during  a  journey  of  any  length. 


White  Lily  Cake. — Take  whites  of  six  eggs,  two  cups  sugar, 
three  cups  flour,  one  cup  sweet  milk,  %  cup  butter,  two  teaspoonfuls 
cream  tartar,  one  teaspoonful  soda. 

Yellow  Iiily  Cake  — The  yolks  of  six  egq^,  two  cups  sugar, 
three  cups  flour,  %  cup  sweet  milk,  %  cup  butter,  two  teaspoonsful 
cream  tartar,  one  teaspoonful  soda. 

Ice  Cream. — Tw«  and  a  half  quarts  milk,  not  quite  one  pound 
sugar,  4  eggs,  one  h.alf  small  box  gelatine  ;  put  in  some  of  milk  and 
place  on  b<:  ck  part  of  stove  until  dissolved,  then  add  balance'of  milk, 
flavor  and  freeze. 

Ginger  Snaps. — Take  three  pouads  of  floor,  one  of  butter, 
one  pint  of  molasses,  one  tablespoonful  of  soda,  four  of  ginger ; 
about  three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar  added  makes  them 
more  crisp.  Roll  thin,  cut  out,  and  bake  in  buttered  tins  in  a  quick 
oven. 

Gelatine  Pndding. — Half  a  box  of  gelatine  dissolved  in 
half  a  pint  of  cold  water.  Beat  the  yolks  of  four  eggs  and  three 
tablespoonsful  of  sugar,  and  turn  into  the  gelatine  and  water.  Have 
ready  a  quart  of  boiling  milk.  Pour  the  mixture  into  the  milk  and 
stir  until  boiled. 

Choice  Gingerhread. — Two  cups  Orleans  molasses,  one 
cup  brown  sugar,  one  cup  lard,  two  cups  sour  milk,  one  teaspoonful 
soda,  one  teaspoonful  cream  of  tartar,  one  teaspoonful  ginger,  one 
teaspoonful  cinnamon,  one  teas?--wjnful  cloves,  two  eggs  ;  by  adding 
currants,  raisins,  and  citron,  your  have  a  nice  fruit  cake. 

Rice  Bread.— Boil  one  pound  of  whole  rice  in  milk  enough  to 
dissolve  all  the  grains,  adding  it  boiling  as  it  is  absorbed.  Have 
four  pounds  of  sifted  flour  in  a  pan,  and  into  this  pour  the  rice  and 
milk,  adding  salt  andwa  wineglassful  (large)  of  brewer's  yeast. 
Knead,  and  set  to  rise  till  light.     Form  in  loaves,  and  bake. 

Sponge  Cake. — Three  coffeecupsful  of  flour,  the  same  quan- 
tity of  white  sugar,  nine  eggs  and  one  lemon.  Beat  the  yolks  and 
sugar  lightly  together;  add  the  j  nice  of  the  lemon  and  a  small  portion 
of  the  finely-grated  rind  :  mix  thoroughly  into  the  flour  half  a  tea- 
spoonful of  soda.  After  it  is  well  stirred,  add  one  teaspoonful  of 
cream  of  tartar  ;  mix  this  well  also.  To  the  yolks  and  sugar  now 
add  half  of  the  beaten  whites  ;  then  all  the  flour  and  the  remainder 
of  the  whites, 

Donghnuts. — Heat  one  quart  of  new  milk,  but  do  not  let  it 
boil ;  add  two  teacupsful  of  lard  and  three  cupsful  the  same  size  of 
sugar,  either  white  or  alight  brown  ;  when  well  melted,  stir  in  one 
cupful  of  yeast  and  enough  flour  to  form  a  thick  sponge.  Beat  long 
and  well,  and  when  the  mass  seems  light  and  full  of  bubbles,  stir 
into  it  the  well-beaten  yolk  and  white  of  one  egg.  When  light, 
work  well  and  let  it  rise  again ;  then  roll  and  cut  into  shape ;  boil 
in  hot  lard  until  brown. 

Buckwheat  Cakes. — Three  parts  by  measure  of  buckwheat 
flour  to  one  part  of  Graham  flour,  and  mix  with  buttermilk  instead 
of  water.  Keeping  buckwheat  batter  is  often  very  troublesome, 
especially  in  mild  weather.  It  can  be  kept  perfectly  sweet  by  pour- 
ing cold  water  over  that  left  from  one  morning,  and  which  is  in- 
tended to  be  used  for  raising  the  next  morning's  cakes.  Fill  the 
vessel  entirely  full  of  water,  and  put  in  a  cool  place  ;  when  ready 
to  use,  pour  off  the  water,  which  absorbs  the  acidity. 

Baked  Cnstard.— Beat  the  yolks  of  four  fresh  eggs  for  at 
least  half  an  hour  ;  add  five  ounces  of  pulverized  white  sugar ;  then 
stir  into  the  sugar  and  eggs  one  quart  of  rich  new  milk,  cold.  Add 
a  teaspoonful  of  distilled  rose  water,  or  any  flavoring  extract  you 
fancy.  Fill  your  custard  cups,  and  set  them  in  a  stone  pan  half 
filled  with  water,  which  may  be  warm  at  first — not  hot.  Put  the 
pan  in  a  rather  cool  oven,  and  gradually  increase  to  a  moderate 
heat.  In  about  twenty  minutes  dip  a  teaspoon  into  one  of  the  cus- 
tards to  ascertain  if  it  is  firm.  Judgment  and  great  care  are  needed 
to  attain  skill  in  baking  custard  ;  for  if  left  in  the  oven  a  minute 
too  long,  or  if  the  fire  is  too  hot,  the  milk  will  certainly  whey. 

Yeast. — Take  one  ounce  of  dried  hops  and  two  quarts  of  water. 
Boil  them  fifteen  minutes  ;  add  one  quart  of  cold  water,  and  let  it 
boil  for  a  few  minutes  ;  strain,  and  add  half  a  pound  of  flour — put- 
ting the  latter  into  a  basin,  and  pouring  on  the  water  slowly  to  pre- 
vent its  getting  lumpy— a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar,  a 
handful  of  fine  salt.  Let  it  stand  three  days,  stirring  it  occasion- 
ally. When  it  ferments  well,  add  six  potatoes,  whieh  have  been 
boiled,  mashed  and  run  through  a  colander,  making  them  as  smooth 
as  possible.  This  yeast  will  keep  a  long  while,  and  has  the  advan- 
tage of  not  taking  any  yeast  to  start  it  with.  It  rises  so  quickly 
that  a  less  quantity  ot  it  must  be  put  in  than  of  ordinary  yeast. 

To  Prevent  Cakes,  Pies,  Ac.,  from  Spoiling.— Give 
the  key  of  tie  pantry  to  the  children.
